. A STHATEGIGAL STUDY... 4 

‘rhe folowing article, evidently the work 
ofan exprt, appeared in tha Pionew Mail 
on the 4th October :— .

SINGAPORE POLICEMEN ON THEIR 
LIFE IN THE FAR AST. 


‘Wo montioned a day or two since that o 
party of Straite policomen had paseed 
through Colombo on their way home to Eng- 
land. Their names were Sergt. Young, of 
Pinang, and P, C. MeCuish, P,C, J, Martia, 
and P. ©. Mathieson, of Singapore. In ap- 
pearance they were men of a jat superior 
to the European constables that we know in 
Colombo, aays the ftmes of Ceylon, The 
latter is origiaally an old sea-goer, who, 
after rolling about the world to littl ade 
vantage, finds himaelf in. Columbv, and then 
dons the blue uniform and red sap and 
resigns himeelé to hurrying the tov-peraistent 
guides, hawkera, ghurry-wallahe, rickshaw- 
runnors, and other viffeall of the port, ree 
ceiving in returo the magnificent stipend of 
R40 a month, out of which he usually aup- 
ports a country-bora wife, pays his various 
obarges, gota his curry and rice o day, and 
ultimately becomes very thin and worn. 
looking, and hardly up to any particularly 
active service. But the Straits policemen 
wereof very different stamp to this. Sergeant 
Young, in particular, waa 4 man of fine 
physique, Ho topped six fect by a good two 
inches ; was raw-boned and terrifically long 
in the reach; and hud nsetof the shoulders 
thot betokened oansiderable strength, Olad 
tin a khaki uniform, with anoft while felt 
| slotich-hat, like the Auatralian farm lads 
gencrally wear, be looked capable of tack- 
ling any kind of offender against law and 
order, The others, though not so powerful 
|looking, yet all exhibited those attributes 
i which somehow ot other always characterise 
an English policeman, and stamp him as one 
even whon he has doffed the uniform for 
the dress of the ordinary civilian, 

Wishing to ascertain if these mon were 
real types of the Straita Police, and, if ao, 
how it was that Singapore came tw 
have such nn advantage over Ceylon, we

‘found out that the Siraita authorities fod 
‘ig better to hove Kuropean policemen than 
; men of the country, and in making up the 
j force they find it more efficucions to indent 
‘home for men than to tuke on dead-beals 
.who may happen to get strauded in the

! England or Scotland ou agreement, acd more 


wielded the truncheen in the maintenance of 
‘law and order in different parts of the old 
‘country. 
i All of them spoke favorably of service in 
(the East, though all, with the exception of 
| Young, had no intention of returning. 
|] eerved in Singapora, and in Malacea 
{and in Pinang,’ said Young, ‘and Pinang 
'L Uke best of all. Now Pm going home ond 
Lif I sce anything good going I'm going to atay 
j there, If I don’t, the Eust will see me again 
in nive months from now.’ Asked if he was 
_ likely to join the constabulary at home, he 
‘grid, ' Ne, I don’t think eo, for this reasoa— 
‘that since they brought in the now superan- 
puation rules at home they don’t take men 
over 25 years of age, and I'm five yoara 
over that standard, Further, if I got in 
the home Police, 1 would have to begin as a 
third-rate constable, and aman that’s done 
nine years’ Pulice service already, aud worn 
the stripes, docan’t, oare for that prospect, 
, It'd be @ different matter it they let Coloaial 
‘service count, but, as they don’t, I don’t 
think I shall trouble the Police at home for 
ta living. 

* and aro all the Police in the Straits men 
like yourselves ? 

‘Yes, and better; there’s plenty of 
strength amongst them. There's Inspeotor 
Patteraon, for inatane, at Singapore—s fine 
specimen of a Police officer. Ho ia o big 
chap and all strength, and, though be never 
traing, there iso’t a mon in the colony that 
cap stand against him at throwing the bam. 
mer. He wina that contest every year, and 
he makes go light of it that he never takes 
the prize offered ; always leaves the money 
in togo tothe prize fund for vert year. 
When Duncan Rosa, the wrestler, came to 
Siugapore and challenged any man to meet 
bim, Patterson took up the challenge, and 
yeu san take it from me he would have 
rolled Boss over easily if the anthorilies 
hadn’t stepped in and forbidden out man.to 
; take part in a public competition.’ 

Further inquiries showed that employing 
this cluss of men enablad the Straits 
authorities to preserve order wiih a very 
much smaller force than we find necessary 
in Cuyton, and that, therefore, the pay of 
ithe European is better, MeCnish said that 
the pay of a lower-grade constable in the 
Btraits was $600 month and frea quarters, 
‘Fhis remunerction for service rendered 
represents something like four times the 
pty a local European Policeman in Ceylon 
gets. Outof it the men oan keep thembelvea 
comfortably, preserve their health, and save 
alitile to enable them to lake a trip home 
ogcapionally to recuperate,
